Burma Sector 


Air Support Is Deciding 
Factor in Fighting 
: Along Salween. 


Feb. 12. 
'(P)—The Japanese attack on the 
Salween river line wavered and 
| broke in the Paan area today be- 
|fore a stout British Imperial de- 
fense and a bayonet charge in an- 
other vital sector sent the invaders 
scrambling for cover, abandoning 
their weapons. 

It was the best news in many 
‘days from the lower Burma bat- 
|tlefront which lies 8) air miles 
across the Gulf of Martaban from 
| this sea-head of the Burma road. 
‘It was, moreover, proof of what 
the British can do with air sup- 
port. 
| The situation in the lower Sal- 
ween was regarded in well-in- 
‘formed circles as definitely better, 
if still serious. 

“If encircled—charge!” has be- 
come the common tactic of the 
British troops. 

The enemy had fought steadily 
and skillfully to throw a bridge 
head across the Salween in the 
jungles of Paan, but the British 
positions have held fast with con 
stant aid from the air. 

Down at Martaban, at 
mouth of the river, where the 
anese crossed and occupied the 
town, a unit of the king's own 
Yorkshire light infantry, Tommies 
from the English northland, got at 
close quarters with the invaders 
and charged with the bayonet.

“Six Swordfish aircraft are 
missing but some of the crews 
have been saved. There were no 
casualties in the coastal craft. 

“During this time the Dover de- 
fenses opened fire at extreme 
range, which was replied to by 
enemy shore batteries on the 
French coast. 

“The enemy force was repeat- 
edly attacked by aircraft of the 
RAF, strongly escorted by fight- 
ers. The results were difficult to 
owing to low clouds, but ac- 
cording to preliminary reports 
coastal command Beauforts 
claimed three hits with torpedoes 
and the bomber command crews 
are confident that each of the

The burning of the Normandie 
was, we are informed, an “acci- 
dent.” That is to say it was not our 
enemies who caused the disaster. 
It was just our own carelessness, 


So we are supposed to breathe a 
sigh of relief. Nothing sinister | 
about it at all. Just a’ workman | 
operating an acetylene torch in| 
the vicinity of highly inflammable 
material—that’s all. And a huge 
transport, the second largest ship 
in the world, put out of commis- 
sion for unforeseeable time. 

“You have to expect this sort 
of thing in a democracy,” some- 
body said to me yesterday, with 
an air of complacency. In what) 
democracy? Why 
What is democracy? Is it synony- | 
mous with every sort of incompe- 
tence, irresponsibility, smugness, | 
vacuity of mind, lack of energy of | 
spirit and action? It is not. This 
democracy wasn’t built that way. 
This democracy did not become 
great that way. This democracy 
nasn’t won all its wars that way. 
And this democracy did not over- 
throw tyrannies that way. 

Let’s Face Truth. 

Let’s insist on facing the truth 
and reality. This country is not 
made up of babies, 

Before the war we were told 
by our military authorities that 
the war against Japan would be

| won very easily. Most of us are 


not army or navy intelligence of- 
ficers, and those of us who are 
no experts on the Far East had no 
reason to doubt it. 

Then came ihe disaster of Pear] 
Harbor and we were told that it 
was a heavy blow but not really a 
disaster and that we had not lost 
our superiority in the Pacific 
ocean. The Far Eastern war now 
seemed to be somewhat more dif- 
ficult—but only for the next two 
months. Since then disasters have 
been compounded, and now one 
thing is clear: It was not merely 
the complacency of our armed 
forces in Hawaii that was to blame 
—it was the strength of Japan; 
and we knew nothing about it. 

Not Understood. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Mr. 
Fletcher Pratt, the military writer, 
says, “the war in the Far East is 
lost,” adding, “It will take us a 
year to make an offensive.” 

Of course it is a shock. But I 
‘am preety d sure thaf-the people 
as a whole do not understand the 
'dreadful meaning of these words. 
The first consequence is that this 
great country is dependent right 
now and for the next year on two 
nations whose renown has not 
been very great in America; China 
and Russia. The second is that this 
war will not only be prolonged, 
but will be enormously expensive 
in life and material. 

And the initial disaster at Pear] 
Harbor like the disaster of the 
Normandie, happened because of 
a mental attitude, out of weak- 
‘ness of mind and character. The 
‘response of General Short and 


Admiral Kimmel to the Roberts 
report is to ask for retirement and 
their $6,000 pensions. And the 
judgment on the Normandie case 
is that it was only an “accident.” 


Not Satisfied. 


The newspaper P.M. is not sat- 
isfied. It has been sending out re- 
porters, disguised as workmen, to 
see whether it is difficult to com-' 
mit sabotage on the water front, | 
or in defense industries. Their re- | 
porters publish chapter and | 
verse. It adds up to this: It is a 
cinch to commit sabotage any- 
where, One reporter got a job on 
the Normandie without any inves- 


tigation whatsoever, and in fact 
after hinting that he was “in trou- 
ble.” He smoked on the Norman- 
die although it was against the 
rules and no one discovered him. 
He saw a hundred opportunities to 
\set fires. After that, with his coat 
collar up, another reporter walk- 
ed in, around, and out of half a 
dozen defense industries, without 
the slightest opposition. 

| And interviews with the re- 
‘sponsible authorities elicited noth- 
bh except hostility, an attitude of 
“mind - your - own-business and- 
| don’t-butt-in.’ 

| This war is the business of the

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
RUSSIANS WANT CREDIT WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The 


Russians are showing a natural 
resentment over the failure of other peoples to give them full credit 
for the damage being inflicted on Hitler’s retreating forces. 

It offends their personal pride to have friendly nations treat the 
continued German setback as a planned with- 
drawal instead of a forced retreat. They have 
been galled by the tendency in some Allied 
military circles to attribute the Nazi failure to 
the severe Russian winter rather than the power 
of Soviet arms. 

Some of their leaders have never quite for- 
given us for the sad way all of us—not ex- 
cepting the Gerrhans—underestimated _ their 
Strength at the time of the Nazi invasion. It is 
a fact that the highest military authorities, both 
here and in England, gave the Russians no 
longer than six or eight weeks against ‘the 
vaunted Hitler military machine. The campaign 
there is now well into its eighth month, the 
last two of which, startling enough, have found 
the Nazis on the run. 

Human nature is the same the world over. 
The Russians, high and low, take a justifiable 
pride in what they have accomplished. But 

they like to be given credit for it. (It wasn’t pleasing to them for 
us to show a lack of confidence in their ability to stand up against 
the Nazi onslaught in the beginning. They like it even less now 
when some of our. observers suggest that the German retreat is 
more of an ordered withdrawal, brought on principally by winter 
conditions. 

Enough time has elapsed since the beginning of the Russian 
offensive on December 6 to make a clearer appraisal of its re- 
sults. There is no mistaking the fact that the Soviets thus far have 
furnished the only good news of the war on the anti-Axis side. 
But for the fact that the offensive coincided almost to the day with 
the outbreak of hostilities in the Pacific, which tended to focus our 
attention on the treacherous Japs, what the Russians have done 
would have been regarded far more sensationally. In our pre- 
occupation over events in the Far East—Hawaii, the Philippines, 
and now Singapore—we have lost sight of the full significance of 
developments in the land of the Muscovites. 

The turning point of the war 


MAY BE TURNING POINT 
may well have come during this 


period without us being altogether conscious of it. Certainly history 
will credit the Russians with one of the decisive achievements of 
the conflict, regardless of what they may do henceforth. But the 
record of their past accomplishments gives fresh confidence in what 
they are expected to do in the future. 

The Moscow communiques give this sort of recapitulation of 
the damage inflicted on the Germans during the period from De- 
cember 6 to January 15: Loss of about 300,000 officers and men in 
killed alone; captured by Soviet troops were 4,801 guns, 3,071 trench 
mortars, nearly 8,000 machineguns, nearly 15,000 automatic rifles, 
over 90,000 regular rifles, 2,766 tanks, over 300 armored cars, 
33,640 automobiles, 102 wireless transmitters. over 2,000,000 shells, 
over 30,000,000 rifle cartridges, more than 200,000 mortar bombs, 
about 6,000 motorcycles, and many thousands of bicycles, carts, 
horses, and other military supplies. In the same period more than 
1,100 German planes were destroyed. 

Those are by no means the latest figures. 
summary current only to January 15. Many of the items have been 
increased several-fold. Most recent figures on territorial gains 
credits the Russians with the recapture of 80 important industrial 
and population centers, together with 5,000 villages previously held 


by the Nazis. 

CONVINCING ENOUGH  Aillof this is convincing enough of 
the scope of the Russian victory, 

but another way to arrive at the same answer is to give a chrono- 

logical ‘recital ‘of Hitler’s statements on latter phases of the cam- 

paign. 

In an order of the day to the soldiers of the eastern front on 
October 2, 1941, Hitler stated: “In a few weeks the three principal 
industrial districts will fall completely into our hands. At last the 
prerequisites have been created for a further follow-through, which, 
even before winter, must result in annihilation of the enemy. All 


That covers an old 


preparations as far as humanly possible are already completed. 


This time preparations have proceeded according to plan, step by 
step, in order to reduce the enemy to a state in which we can: now 
strike him a fatal blow. The last, great, decisive battle of the year 
begins today.” 

Subsequently Hitler repeated these boastful ravings to the Ger- 
man people and the whole world in his speech of October 3, 1941: 
“Forty-eight hours ago new operations began on a gigantic scale. 
They will contribute to the annihilation of the enemy in the east. 
The enemy is already defeated and his strength will never be 
restored.” 

In mid-November, Hitler, according to the official Moscow 
communiques, announced one more “final” offensive against the 
Soviet capital in the following order-of-the-day to soldiers of the 
eastern front: ‘Considering the importance of pending develop- 
ments, especially winter, and the state of the army's material sup- 
ply, I order that the capital of Moscow be done away with in the 
nearest future at any cost.” 


CONCEALING FAILURE Later. on December 10. the Ger- 

man high command, with an ob- 
vious purpose to conceal its failure, made this statement, which 
Hitler must have approved: “. . . continuation of war operations 
on the eastern front and their character will henceforth be deter- 
mined by the advent of the Russian winter. Since weather con- 
ditions do not permit a large-scale offensive operation, the German 
command renounces them.” 

Finally, on January 30, came the prize Hitler admission of all. 
Forgetting his former boastful promises that the war would end in 
1941, which had then passed into history, he made this rather 
startling (for him) statement: “I don’t know how this year will 
end. Will the war be over this year? I don't know.”

Some weeks ago, two men in standard German untlforms ape- 
peared on the streets of a small city near London, They apoke 
with a kraut accent and at times lapsed into pure German, as though 
unable to express themselves clearly in English. 


They talked to all kinds of people. They asked leading ques- 
tions, like “Where is the nearest airfield?” and “How many anti- 
aircraft guns protect London?” They ate lunch in a prominent 
restaurant. They even accosted members of the Royal Air Force, 


Yet nobody tried to stop or hold them, or asked to see their 
identification papers, and only one person, a woman, Was suspi- 
clous enough to report them to the police. 


But the English are not the only people easily fooled. 


A few months ago, an officer of the Royal Air Force, shot down 
over Berlin in the night, landed his crippled plane in a field near 
the city and escaped unhurt,

rant; escaped all suspicion, and surrendered at a police station in 
the afternoon only because was tired of walking.

So I’ve never bothered about 
the fine print on an insurance pol- 
icy. We've worked on the princi- 
pal that I’m honest—approximate- 
ly—and the company is honest 
and nobody wants to sting any- 
body. And its worked out pretty 
well,
